In the midst of work in a 
central portion of the demolished” 
row of houses, a police officer who 
was one of the working parties, 
heard a voice calling out from 
beneath the wreckage.. After 
making a brief halt, during which 
he ‘sati:Ged himself that the voice 
was there, he summoned others 
to the spot. Some planking was 
hacked through, and -gradually. 
the way was cleared for a closer 
approach to the person who wag 
entombed below.
